BLAINE’'S REPLY. 
Rudini Will Not Talk of It Till He 
Receives It. 

Rome, April 1¢.—{By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.} ‘Lhe reply of Secre- 
tary LBiaine received attention in the 
Chamber of Deputies today. Ques- 
tions in regard to it were raised by va- 
rious members. Jremier di Rudini, 
replying, said the Ltalian government 
bad not yet received Liaine’s note. Me 
was not prepared to make a definite 
statement to the clamber of the views 
and purposes of the Cabinet until the 
note had been officially received and 
carefully read and considered. How- 
ever, he would say that Italy could not 
admit that the diplomatic correspond- 
ence was closed until the United States 
acknowledged the duty of delivering 
the guilty parties over to justice, and 
bad acknowledged further the duty of 
indemnifying the tamilies of victims 
who were Italian subjects. Italy 
could not admit that the United States 
Government bad no responsibility for 
acts committed within the jurisdiction 
of individual States. This phase of 
the present complication was, in his 
opinion, one which interested not only 


Italy, but all the governments of the/ 


éivilized world. He felt confident, 
however, that the matter would be set- 
tled without creating political difficul- 
ties between Italy and America, but he 
could not refrain from expressing a 


feeling of regret that the Government). 


of a country so civilized as the 
United States sbou/d not fulfill the du- 
ties of justice aud morality, which are 
universally prociaimed and scrupu- 
lously observed in Europe. 

Rudini added thatifit were proved 
impossible to obtain a favorable solu- 
tion of the problem, grave complica- 
tions would not arise. 

In conclusion Di Rudini gave ex- 
pression to the hope that, notwith- 
standing the occurrence of some inci- 
dents which were greatly to be regret- 
ted in the controversy between Italy 
and America, a means of conciliation 
honorable to both countries would be 
found. 


These sentiments of the premier 
were loudly cleered by all the deputies. 
At the conclusion of the address the 
interpellators expressed their approval 
of the conduct of the Italian govern- 
ment in the matter and as being satis- 
fied with the explanation made by the 
premier. 

INTERVIEW WITH RUDINI. 

After the adjournment of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, the Associated Press 
correspondent called upon Mrguis di 
Rudini and asked him if it was possi- 
ble for him to give an opinion for pub- 
lication in regard to the reply of Sec- 
retary of State Liaine to his (Marquis 
di Rudini’s) last note on the subject 
of the New Orleans lynching. In reply 
Marquis di Kudini said in substance 
that the cab ed.summuries of Biaiue’s 
reply which had been sent to Rome 
and which he had seen published in 
this city were too brief and 
otherwise inadequate to enable him 
to form a _ definite opinion, 
much jess to give an opinion for publi- 
cation, even if he felt justified in ad- 
opting the latter course of action. The 
marquis added that be preferred not 
to say anything further, while awaiting 
the receipt of the full text of Biaine’s 
reply, except that he was now, and al- 
ways had been, sincerely desirous 
of a friendly solution of the difficulties 
at present existing between the Italian 
government and the Government of 
the United States. 

Though the full correspondence given 
out in Washington yesterday was tele- 
graphed to London by Reuter Tele- 
graph Compauy aud was published in 
the English papers, only a summary 
was telegraphed from London of the 
full correapondence. This explains 
the above remarks of Marquis dai 
Rudini. 

Iu political circles some disappoint- 
ment is,expressed with Biaine’s reply 
to Marquis di Rudini. It is character- 
ized as vague and “inconclusive” and 
as insisting mere!v on the statu quo.

PORTER AND D’ARCO. 


Another Account of Their Interview 
Some Daves Ago. 

New York, April 16.—{By the Asso- 
ciated The Italian papers 
which reached New York yesterday 
contain many interesting comments of 
the press upon the departure of Baron 
Fava from Washington, and the official 
version of the interview which took 
place at the Italian foreign office be- 
tween United States. Minister Porter 
and Count d’Arco, who, during the 
absence of bi Rudini, was in charge of 
the foreign office. The interview 
lasted two hours. Minister Porter de- 
fended at length the conduct of the 
United States Federal Government and 
soughttosecureadelay. Finally Count 
d’Arco turned and put to the American 
minister the following question in 
terms: ‘‘Suppose,”’ Said he, “a 
dozen Americans were accused of 
treason and assassinated in some I[tal- 
ian city. Suppose our government 
should claim it was unable to proceed 
against the guilty parties, not having 
the power to interfere with local judi- 
cial authorities in discharge of the 
duties which are incumbent upon them. 
What would your Government do? 
What would the Federal Government 
of the United States do?”’ 

Minister Porter was evidently greatly 
embarrassed, and sought to show that 
the United States differed essentially 
from the Itelian confederation, and 
that it was simply impossible for the 
Federa! Government to interfere in the 
local affairs of Louisiana, but Count 
d’Arco replied quickly: “We have 
nothing to do with your Constitution’s 
shortcomings or merits. We donot 
know acunstitution worthy of a civi- 
lized people which does not secure full 
and just application the Penal 
which is the. first basis of civilized so- 
ciety.’’ 

Minister Porter demanded that Italy 
should delay any further steps in thé 
matter until definite reply to her repre- 
sentations and to her demands were 
made by the Federal Government.

Kansas -Ciry, April 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The Winner In- 
vestment Company, through its presi- 
dent, William E. Winner, made an as- 
signment late this afternoon.

The company was capitalized 
for $700,000 originally, but about a year 
ago the capital was increased by a new 
issue of $500,000 of stock. ‘The com- 
pany has been dealing in bonds and 
mortgages and other securities, with 
branches in New York and Boston, 
where the great bulk of securities were 
disposed. of. The company two 
years ago purchased a large tract 
of land in the eastern portion 
of this city, subdivided it and built 
eighty houses upon it. The property 
was mortgaged to buy the land and 
construct the houses, and the mort- 
gages were disposed of in the East. 
Some of the houses were sold on long- 
time payments, while others are still 
on the market. 

Mr. Wiuner, when seen by a re- 
porter of the Associated Press this 
evening, said the assignment was not 
a failure at all. The company bad 
simply decided to go out of business. 
The Boston office. be said, had been 
run ataloss for some time, and the 
New York office had not been paying. 
‘Tbe compauy surrendered its Charter 
in each State some ten days ago. 
Beyond this Winner declined to say 
apything.

BinminauamM (Ala.,) April 16.—The 
Presidential party had a delightful 
six-hour trip over the Georgia l’acific 
from Atlanta to this city. The Pres- 
dent showed great interest in the 
scenery and evidences of enterprise to 
be seen on every side. A feature of 
the run was the promised display of 
flags at all stations, particularly at 
Tallapoosa, known here as “‘the Yankee 
city under a Southern sun,’’ because 
much New England capital is invested 
there. At that point Mayor Head in. 
troduced the President to the people 
and Mr. Harrison made a brief speech.

The Southern Pacific and the 
Coast Line. 


FRESNO’S MOUNTAIN RAILROAD 


Some Time Table Changes—The 
Lower California Enterprise— 
General, Local and Per= 
sonal Mention. 


_ The members of the committee from San 
Luls Obispo county who went to San Fran- 
cisco to coufer with President C, P. Hunt 
ington of the Southern Pacific regarding 
the completion of the Coast Line railway, 
were treated to some pretty plain talk from 
that gentleman. The committee addressed 
the Southern Pacific magnate on the sub- 
ject of giving bonds for the right-of-way 
which is not yet fully procured. In reply, 
Mr. Huntington said that the company 
would not accept the bonds, but must have 
the compiete right-of-way. He stated that 
the company was not desirous of commenc- 
ing work at present, and on thataccount 
will notaccept the bonds. The longer the 
complete right-of-way is withheld the better 
it will suit them.

ARGUMENTS OF COUNSEL 


The Jury Out Only Fifteen Minutes— 
Supreme Court Proceedings— 
O’Brien Case Con- 
cluded. 


In the United States District. Court yea- 
terday morning the trial of the case against 
Burnette G. Haskell et al. (the Kaweah 
colonists), was resumed before Judge Ers- 
kine M. Ross and a jury. 

Willoughby Cole, Esq., the United States 
District Attorney, opened the argument 
with a brief review of the case as presented 
by the prosecution. : 

H. ©. Dillon, Esq., argued at length the 
law points of the case, maintaining that the 
Commissioner of the Land Office had no 
power to suspend the entries of the col- 
onists, thit they were entitled to their 
homes and had aright to ask the courts to 
interfere in their protection. That they 
were entitled to take the lumber taken to 
support their improvements, and asked 
Judge Ross to so instruct the jury. 

This the Court refused to do, olding that 
the commissistier hat the right exercised, 
avd that Zobrist’s claim was no defense, 

Atthe aftern on session, Hi, ©. Dilion, 
Esq., again add.essed the jury in an elo- 
quent and forcibie way, appealing to them 
to sustain these settlers, and not deprive 
them of their homes. 

The Court called attention to the fact that 
a verdict of guilty in this case would not 
actually settle the question of alleged title; 
that must come np afterwards in a civil case 
for determination. 

Mr. Haskell asked permission to ad- 
dress the jury in his own behalf, 
and this request being granted, he, after 
asking the Cuourttoinstruct the jury that 
they could find any orall of defendants 
either guilty or innocent, urged the jury to 
acquit his four confreres and convict him 
alone, as he had been their unfortunate 
legal adviser and they had innocently relied 
upon his advice. 

‘The Court commented upon his generous 
plea, and gave the instruction asked, where- 
upon the jury retired Fifteen minutes 
later they returned into court with a verdict 
of “guilty as charged” againstail five de- 
fendants. 

Mr. Dillon gave notice of a motion for a 
new trial, which will shortly be heard. 

The second case against the colonists will 
begin today at lla m. 

THE SUPREME COURT. 

In the Supreme Court yesterday, before 
Chief Justice Beatty and Justices Sharp- 
stein, Paterson, Harrison, De Haven and 
McFarland, sitting in bank, the matter of 
the legality of the bonds issued by the 
board of directors of the Madera Irrigation 
District in Fresno county, came up for 
hearing, »nd occupied the attention of the 
court for several hours. The tri«xl court 
sustained the action of the board of di- 
rectors in issuing the bonds, but the appeil- 
ants, who are some of the wealthiest ranch 
owners in the county, tock exception to the 
ruling of the court, as they were opposed to 
paying the taxes assessed to them, in order 
to pay the interest accruing on the bonds.

Weekly Tour of Inspection of 
the Board. 


IRREGULAR STREET GRADES 


Bad Condition of Affairs in the Hills 
~Changesinthe Electric Light 
—Opening of Hill 


Street. 


The Board of Public Works, consisting of 
Councilmen McGarry, Rees and Rhodes 
with Councilmen Nickell and Lnnes, yester- 
day took their reguiar weekly drive about 
the city, inspecting contemplated improve- 
ments. 

The first point visited was the corner of 
Court and Fiower streets, where there is 
considerable dissatisfaction, and witb good 
cause, about the grade, or rather the ab- 
sence of anything like a practicable grade. 
City Engineer Dockweiler and Engineer 
Wright, who has property interests in the 
vicinity, were on hand to meet the members 
of the board. At the point compiained of, 
Court street is twelve or fifteen feet higher 
than Flower, the only means of com- 
munication being a narrow cut oD 
one side, by which a _ light wagon 
can get down or up, at considerable in- 
convenience and some danger. One of the 
property-owners has a perpetual injunction 
against anything being done until such 
dainages as he thinks he is entitied to are 
paid. ln consequence, all the property in 
several blocks is tied up, as the four streets 
surrounding it are all on different grades, 
no one of which conforms to the others. 
The councilmen looked over the ground, 
and premised to do everything in their 
power to straighten the matter out.

ANOTHER IMPORTANT BOYCOTT 
CASE, 


The following significant article on 
the latest legal development in the boy- 
cott question is from the Pittsburgh 
Christian Advocate of the 9th inst. 
The article is both pertinent and inter- 
esting: 


‘Two and a half years ago Brace Brothers, 
laundrymen of this city, because of a strike 
among their employés, discharged all be- 
longing to the Knights of Labor, and em- 
ployed non-union hands. The Koi¢hts 
then commenced a boycott against the firm 
of the most vigorous character. ‘They issued 
circulars to the patrons of the firm, 
and visited them personally, urging them 
to withdraw their patronage. Serious 
damage to the firm’s business resulted, and 
becoming alarmed, it entered suits against 
the labor leaders who were instigating the 
boycott, one for an injunction to restrain 
them from interfering with its business, 
and another for damages. The injunction 
was granted, firstas preliminary and then 
made perpetual. The suit for damaces 
went against the boycotters, and a verdict 
for $24,027 was given im favor of the firm. 
The various ways known to the courts to 
escape the verdict were resorted to, but all 
failed. Last week the Sheriff of Allegheny 
county issued an execution against the de- 
fendants, and will ‘proceed to collect as 
much of the money as possible. A number 


_of labor le ders, defendants in the case, own 


property, and they will be compelled to pay 
their proportion of the amount, which will 
be a heavy tax on them. 

This is, so far as we have noticed, one 
of the first cases of the kind occurring in 
the country. It will be a severe lesson. 
Strikes are seldom justifiable, boycotts 
never, and violence criminal. The strike 
without the boycott and force to make it 
effective is ofno value, and with these it 
becomes lawless and criminal. Leaders of 
labor organizations shouid, therefore, seek 
some other means for gaining their ends— 
some more effective weapon.

Oro GRANDE (San_ Bernardino 
county,) April 15.—|Correspondence of 
Tne Trves.] Your correspondent 
dates this, his first, letter to THE 
Times, from the new miniug camp at 
Oro Grande, which is just now deserv- 
edly attracting much attention through- 
out Southern California, owing to the 
great gold finds so recently wade in the 
Carbonate and other mines in this dis- 
trict. 

The town of Oro Grande is located 
on the east side of the Mojave River 
and directly on the line of the Califor- 
nia Southern railroad leading from 
Barstow to San Diego. It is fitty miles 
north of San Bernardino and 110 miles 
by rail from Los Angeles, lying at an 
elevation of 5000 feet, in a spur or foot- 
hill of the Sierra Madre range, 
barely on the edge of the Mojave 
desert. The climate is mild in the 
winter, the summers cool and pleas- 
ant. ‘he nights during the bot season 
are always pleasant. The river fur- 
nishes an abuudance of water of most 
excellent quality, and likewise a mag- 
nificent water power at this point. 
However, the camp or district is not a 
new one, but dates away back in the 
seventies as long ago as ’74, or perhaps 
earlier. Infact, lam intormed that 
the discovery of gold-bearing veius 
here was at a very early date. Be that 
as it may, the camp attracted but a 
passing notice from prospectors and 
others up to ’78 or ’79, when H. H. 
Markham, now Goyérnor, organized a 
company in Milwaukee, purchased 
the Oro Grande and some other 
gold veins upon which little 
or no work had been done, erected a 
ten-stamp millat this point, rum by 
water power, and began the work of 


amount of intelligent development has 
been prosecuted, the results have been 
most satisfactory to the operators. 
The formation of the district, or, more 
properly speaking, of the mineral belts, 
is porphyry, limestone, metalliferous 
slate and quartzite, with veins of mica- 
ceous slate. The ledges of mineral are 
true fissures, most frequently occur- 
ring in the contact. 

One very marked feature of the en- 
tire district is that but little float 
quartz is thrown off, and but few, if 
any of the veins disclose pay ore on the 
surface, $5 and $10 in gold and silver 
being considered by the prgspector a 
good assay. Asdepthis attained, say 
from fifty to one hundred feet, the 
ores increase in richness. 

The Upbir mine gave on or near the 
surface but little more than traces of 
metal. The, Carbonate surface assays 
were what would be called in many 
districts “low down.” The mineral 
indications inthe vicinity of the Car- 
bonate are what is termed, in the par- 
lance of carbonate prospectors, “dry 
bone’—a crystallized black spar or 


lime occurring in the lime con- 
tact, that is to say, between the 
lime and slate belts. The 


lime belts closely resemble those 
of Aspen and Leadville, Colo., being a 
biue and grey, the dip being about 
forty-five degrees, with a general in- 
clination tothe north. The lime oc- 
curs in the low hills, at the base and 
on the sides of the mountains, the 
summit of the same being capped with 
quartzite. 

It will thus be seen that the mineral 
beits are here both extensive and rich. 
The mines are easy of access; the fa- 
cilities for working the mines and re- 
ducing the ores are unsurpassed. The 
people of Los Angeles seem to be wide- 
awake to this fact, and will in the near 
future reap a golden barvest from their 
investments in the mining fields of 
Oro Grande.

When this road was laid out, and 
for years afterward, it was well known 
as a good natural highway throughout 
the whole distance, and would have 
remained so to this day, but for the 
unaccountable blindness of some of 
our public functionaries, who, at the 
instance of land-owers along the line, 
have made changes init, not for the 
better, so far as the public is con- 
cerned. Fences have been permitted 
to be constructed upon and across it at 
reertain places, so that the road is 
now just where it was originally, nor 
where it ought to be at some points.

As surveyed and mapped outin 1887, 
.the line began at the end of Temple 
‘street on the western border of the 
city, and bore far enough to the north 
of west to skirt the foothills of the 
Santa Monica range, but not so near to 
the mountains as to interfere with an 
excellent natural grade. This line of 
road, as established at that early day, 
all things considered, cannot well be 
improved upon. Asadrive from Los 
Angeles to the ocean it will always be 
uprivaled. It will most naturally be 
extended eastward to Pasadeia and 
the San Gabriel Valley, either by 
passing through the northern part of 
the city, or by branching off at the 
head of Cahuenga Valley through a 
low pass there found, cross the river 
tothe north of the city. This will 
give an almost direct route from Pasa- 
denato Santa Monica. From Pasa- 
dena the road could be extended as far 
on to the eastward as desirable, mak- 
ing, if need be, a hundred miles of as 
delightful and interesting thorough- 
fare as can be found in any country. 
The road would be flanked on the one 
hand by the grandest of mountain 
scenery, and on the other by a pano- 
Tama of cities, villuges, valley and 
ocean, such as can be seen nowhere else. 
A road of this kind would do more to 
give prominence to this city and 
county; nay, toall Southern California, 
thao anything that can be thought of: 
Considering the natural facilities for 
making it and the limited cost of the 
same it would prove an investment that 
would pay a thousand per cent. 

As authentic information relating to 
this great highway and the facilities 
for making the same, or 80 much of it 
as would connect this city with the 
Pacific Ocean, we quote from the re- 
port of the viewers appointed to survey 
and lay it out in 1877. The report was 
rendered under oath.

A RAP AT BANKS. 

Hon. A. J. Warner of Ohio addressed 
the congress on ‘‘Relation of Money to 
Bank Credits.’’ “here should be a 
limit to bank credits, he said. State 
banks no longer had the power to issue 
money, but they created money by the 
issuance of bankcredits. Since they 
arrogated to themselves the function 
of the State they should come under 
State supervision. At present bank 
credits in proportion to the actual 
money in the banks was as from five to 
seven toone. it was out of the un- 
substantial structure of credit money, 
created out of nothing, that every. 
panic was known to have had its be- 
ginning. It should be restricted to $3 
of credit to $1 of actual money. Panics 
would then be impossible. Take 
$1,000,000,000 from the upper story of 
our top-heavy system of bank credits 
and broaden tbe foundation of our 
money system by adding $1,000,000,000 
or even $500,000,000 to the real money of 
either gold, silver or paper, and a panic 
would be impossible. Which should 
it be a basis of gold that is constant- 
ly narrowing, and its production di- 
minishing coupled with an ever-ex- 
panding system of bank credit, a cut- 
rency subject to expansion and col- 
lapse as the interests or cupidity of 
banks may dictate; or less credit and 
more actual money in which confidence 
is never wanting? 

JUDGE WIDNEY’S PAPER. 

Judge R. M, Widney of Los Angeles, 
Cal., read a paperon *‘The National 
Money System,.”’ fhe circulating me- 
dium must be increased, said Judgo 
Widney, to meet the growth of popu- 
lation, or the business of the coustry 
must be killed off until it is within the 
compass of the present circulation. 
There is not enough money in circu- 
lation, and the want of money has 
caused the stringency in the money 
markets. Free coinage would not ac- 
complish the desired results, for popu- 
lation was increasing too fast. 

The great objection to free coinage 
was tbat the annual product, $46,000,- 
600 worth, when coined represented 
$64,000,000, or a profit of $18,000,000 
for the silver producers. ‘That was of 
too great idcal benefit to be of any beu- 
efittothe whole people.

| Showers Which Are Golden 


to Grain-growers. 


The Defense in the Olsen Trial Gain 
an Important Point. 


The Editors Conclude Their Session

at San Francisco Postponed 
—Other Coast News.

SAN Francisco, April 16.—[By the 
Associated Press.}: It has been rain- 
ing here allday. Reports from various 
sections of the State show that rain 
has fallen with great bene(fit to crops. 
MARYSVILLE, April 16.—Rain began 
falling at 1 o’clock. The barometer is 
low and prospects are good for a gen- 
eral storm. Crops are in no particular 
need of rain, but it will do no damage. 
Fruit is as early as usyal, but wheat 
and grapes are backward. 

SACRAMENTO, April gentle 
rain is falling here today with a falling 
barometer indicating a continuance of 
the shower. The fact that the rain is 
accompanied by a rising temperature 
makes it unlikely that fruit will be in- 
jured, while grain crops will undoubt- 
edly be benetited by being better able 
to withstand any unfavorable dry 
winds that may come later in the 
season. 

SAN Jose, April 16.—Rain began 
falling at 1 this morning and has con- 
tinued intermittently ever since. The 
barometer is falling rapidly and there 
is every indication of a heavy storm. 
Crops so far are in splendid condition. 
Grain never promised better. Fruit 
of all kinds is doing well. Cold and 
long-continued rains may, however, 
cause considerable damage to fruit 
generally, but a short storm followed 
by sunshine will do no harm.

The census report recently issued 
concerning truck gardening on the 
Pacific Coast, is.Jeing ridiculed for its 
gross inaccuracy, says the San Diego 
Union. It is evident upon its very 
face that the compilers were either en- 
tirely ignorant of Pacific Coast condi- 
tions or that they were inexcusably 
careless as to the accuracy of the 
sources of their information, At all 
events it would be a great detriment to 
the State to permit the figures to go 
unrefuted. Fourteen kinds of vegeta- 
bies are enumerated among the pro- 


instance, 1s given 100 acres, which is 


censusTeport says that there are actu- 
ally no beets grown in the country, 
when everybody with ordinary iptelli- 
gence knows that there are thousands 
of acres in the locality of Watsonville 
alone, tosupply the beet sugar factory 
of Claus Spreckels at that place. Ir 
Southern California hundreds of acres 
are devoted to the growing of beets for 
the market. Butthe superficial work 
bestowed upon the report is perhaps 
most clearly shown in the fact that 
the enormous bean-producing area in 
Ventura county is totally ignored and 
the entire Pacific Coast credited with 
not a single bean. Why, only afew 
months ago Ventura county was send- 
ing beans by the carload right into the 
very country where the census com- 
pilers reside, Boston itself being in- 
vaded by the bean from California! 
And potatoes! According to the cen- 
sus bureau, the entire Pacific Coast 
cultivated last year only 590 acres of 
potatoes, when San Diego county alone 
equals if not exceeds that average. 
These inaccurates would not be so 
bad if the public could be assured that 
they are entirely confined to vegetable 
production, but what assurance can 
there now be that the enumeration of 
pulation was not equally fallible’ 
uch as Mr. Porter’s friends would 
prefer to believe his report a reliable 
one, it is impossible for those who per- 
ceive the glaring inaccuracies in one 
branch of the census to escape the con- 
clusion that the entire work may be 
unsound and unreliable.
